A CENTURY IN. 


Two North Adams Wheelmen 


Ride to Kindertrook and 


Back Sunday. 


SOME 
MISHAPS 
BY THE 
WAY. 


Grounded by an Old Hen. Shouldering 


the Wheel and Taking a Back Track. 


Repairs and a Fresh Start Made. 


The Wheelman Gets There. 


H. E. Blake and C. H. Hubbard started 


out Sunday morning for a country bicycle 
ran, and for the benefit of those not ac- 
quainted with, the 'cycle vocabulary it 
may be stated that a "century" rail means 
a ride of 100 miles. 


These two riders left North Adams at 6 


o'clock in the morning, their objective 
point being Kinderhook, N. Y., fifty-one 
miles distant from this town. Everything 
went along smoothly u itil the "centur- 
ies" had got three milu beyond South 
Williamstown—thirteen niles from home. 
They were gliding aloi g easily, one at 
either side of the road, when suddenly 
Mr. Blake's wheel rouee< a flock of wal- 
lowing hens by the side c f the road. The 
hens scattered in all d: rcctions and one 
old brooder managed to i rabble across the 
road just in time to crocrohe track of Mr. 
Hnbbard's wheel. The wheel struck her 
and, not used to a feathered track,glnnced 
to one side, came in contact with a rock 
and sent its rider sprawling in the duet- 
After ascertaining that H)g wrist was only 
bruised and not broken Mr. "• Hubbard 
turned his attention to jthe bigyele and 
found that the rim of t ho front wheel had 
been badly damaged, ritt part in the run 
seemed to be at an end add the wheelmen 
parted sorrowfully, Mr. Blake for Kinder- 
hook and Mr. Hubbard,, frith his bicycle 
on his shoulder, for South Williamstown. 
He intended to get a team of Landlord 
Savage of the Idlewild and return to 
Jforth Adams, but when he applied for 
the team and related the circumstances 
Mr. Savage told him that If he wanted to 
proceed on his bicycle tour he could take 
his (Savage's) wheel. Mr. Hubbard "did 
not wish to do this, but-decided to put the 
front wheel of Mr. Savage's bicycle into 
his own machine and go on. When this 
was attempted it was found that the tire 
of the wheel was took big to work in the 
fork of Mr. Hubbard's bicycle. This con- 
dition promised to pnjfc an end to the 
"patch up" arrangement, but now a hap- 
thought strikes the stranded 'cyclist. It 
was to put the tire of his own wheel on 
Mr. Savage's. With tho aid of D. A. Rus- 
sell, Charles M. Sprague, Andrew Cleg- 
horn, F. W. Streets and M. E. Couch of 
this town, who happened to be at the 
Idlewild, this was accomplished' in about 
an hour and Mr. Hubbard -*pa off for 
Kinderhook, many miles behiid the com- 
panion with whom ha had parted at the 
highway hen yard. 


Unfortunately the bbiaawedtire leaked 


and the rider had to stop and "pump it 
np" about every three miles till he 
reached Lebanon Springs, N* -Y., where 
he overhaulded arid mended it so that it 
would hold "wind." While on the way 
to Lebanon Mr. Hubbard overtook a 
farmer trailing a hay tedder behind a 
wagon. This waa at the foot of" a long 
hill down which the wheelman was going 
at high speed, and as the farmer paid no 
attention to the bicycle bell the result was 
an attempt to pass the tedder a little too 
close to a ditch and an ignominons tumble 
into the ditch. After a careful examina- 
tion of himself and his wheel Mr. Hub- 
bard found that no serious damage had 
been done, except to his feelings, and 
pushed en. 
When he overtook the 


farmer again h-3 gave him a "piece of his 
mind," and in reply the yeoman dis- 
charged an unusually large mouthful of 
tobacco juice. 


From Lebanon Springs to Kinderhook 


Mr. Hubbard took the route by which he 
and his companion were to return from 
Kinderhook to 
Lebanon Springs, ex- 


pecting to meet him well started on the 
return trip, but Mr. Blake had only left 
Kinderhook when he was surprised to 
find himself face to face with the rider 
Whom he supposed was comfortably 
resting at his home in North Adams. 


The return from this point home was 


without special incident. No more hens 
were 
encountered,—if 
they 
were 


they 
were 
successfully 
dodged; 


there was no further passing of hay ted- 
ders and no more breaking down. 
The 


wheelmen simply rode and rode, passing 
all the other cyclists they overtook on the 
way, 
and reached North Adams at 5.08 


p. m., having completed the "century" 
and found cover just in time to avoid a 
drenching by the heavy shower that 
broke over the town in less than ten min- 
utes after they dismounted. Mr. Hubbard 
felt that his escape from the shower was 
about the only piece of good luck he had 
that day, and there was more or less to 
justify the impression. 
However, the 


"century ran" was accomplished consid- 
erably between sun and sun, and when 
the feelings of the two men were aver- 
aged up it was found that they were 
pretty well satisfied. 
But Mr. Hubbard 


hopes if he ever attempts such a feat 
again, as he is quite likely to do, that tho 
road will be free from hens and hay 
tedders.

Blisha Kingsley. 


Eliaha Kingsley died at his home on 


Holden street last night rather unexpect- 
edly at 7.40 o'clock. 


Mr. Kingsley was born in the old town- 


ship of Adams January 20,1803, and was 
in the ninety-third yeur of his age. He 
was the son of Elisha Kingsley and Han- 
nah Anthony, two worthy members of old 
time worthy families. His early life was 
spent on a farm, and he learned the trade 
of blacksmith. He married Miss Cather- 
ine Bowen of White Creek, N. Y., who 
died about ten years ago, leaving no heir. 
Mr. Kingsley followed his dual vocation 
of farming and blacksmithing until about 
thirty-five 5'ears ago when he moved to 
this town and took up his residence in the 
house in which he died. His smithy was 
upon the Hemmingway farm, and close 
by is the farm that to this day bears the 
Kingsley name. For some short time he 
had a shop in the present town of Adams. 
Since he moved to this town his life has 
been passed in comfort and leisure and 
was only marred by the recent unpleas. 
antness in his marriage with Mrs. Howes, 
v/ho had been his housekeeper. 
This 


marriage, as has been reported, was set 
aside a few weeks ago by the courts. His 
death was due mostly to old age. He had 
Buffered some with the prevailing disar- 
rangement of the bowels, but not until 
Saturday was it thought necessary to call 
a doctor. Saturday afternoon even he 
was sitting upon his piazza and a day or 
two ago he was upon Main ttreet. His 
end came peacefully in the presence of 
friends, who had administered to him all 
that could be given to retain his ebbing 
life. 


Mr. Kingsley was one of the best known 


citizens of this town and had been one of its 
most familiar figures. There was so much 
individualism in the man that he might 
be considered a character. 
He was not a 


character of strong eccentricity or one 
distinguished by very peculiar traits, but 
he was a character or rather a type of 
man that is rarely met with in these days 
of activity. To have entered into conver- 
sation with him was to forget the present 
bustling, hurrying life and go back into 
those days when tho colleotivistic or co- 
operative idea had not been so far worked 
out, and when life was spent in free like 
toil in very rural New England, 
^ His 


stories flamed of the farm, the threshing 
floor, the spinning wheel and the lrogef 
and in them there was most deliglitftji en- 
tertainment and keenest pleasure.' He 
was a happy, cheerful man, possessing a 
nature that sympathized with his fellow 
if in trouble and always rejoiced at his 
good fortune. There was a simplicity in 
him that suggested his early environment 
of pleasant fields and smiling landscapes 
and yet a sturdiness that was suggestive 
of its hills. He possessed to a high de- 
gree the 
friendliness and 
neighborly 


traits which marked well known men of 
his age. There were few kindlier or more 
neighborly men than he. 
Those of his 


neighbors who remember him before time 
began to steal away his strongest char- 
acteristics have many incidents to tell of 
that illustrate this side of the man. His 
life was not filled up with the ever chang- 
ing moods that give those of far shorter 
days a long record of trivial deeds, but 
instead was one long, honorable term of 
duty done and little left to cause regret. 
That he was honored and trusted by his 
townsmen is shown in the fact that they 
more than once elected him to fill the re- 
sponsible office of selectman, and that be 
was generally liked and appreciated will be 
shown by the kindly words that will be 
spoken of him now he Is gone. 


Even a short notice of the calm life of 


Mr. Kingsley would not be complete 
without something more regarding his 
stories than a mere reference to,, them. 
He prided himself upon his skyi at ox 
shoeing, which was well acknowledged. 
He told a favorite story setting fort^ him- 
self as the only man who ever shod'an ox 
in town without putting him in the frame. 
"But it was my ox," he would say at the 
end with the emphasis on the my. That 
ox, he would explain had a name, Sport, 
and he would always come at his call. He 
told many stories about his experience in 
horseshoeing as well. Among these was 
one about a stage driver who was em- 
ployed on the line from here to Hudson. 


That driver wished for a set of horses 


shoes that would wear. Mr. Kicgsley 
said he would furnish the horse in shoes 
for o year for a small mentioned sum. 
The man accepted the ofter and Mr. 
Kingsley made a set out of pieces of old 
scythes. The shoes lasted a year and 
when the smith came to claim them the 
scage man bought them readily at a good 
price. 


Mr. Kingley prized anything highly that 


was given to him by a friend. One of the 
most highly prized things of his posses 
sions was a glass bottle that was made ex- 
pressly for him. It seems that back in the 
long ago there was a glass factory some- 
where near Florida and an operative in 
that factory made Mr. Kingsley a bottle. 
Somehow a small hole was made in the 
bottle and this its owner very much re- 
gretted. The man who made the bottle 
took it to the factory and patched it and 
Mr. Kingsley was much pleased. He al- 
ways treasured it greatly afterwards. He 
had a cane he used the most of his life- 
time which was made by a Florida man, 
too. This cane has a large crooked head 
and this crook Mr. Kingsley would nse 
shepherd-like and draw children to him. 
He was very fond of children and always 
took delight in snaring them with his 
cane. He would tell of the qualities of 
that cane and would say, "and I put that 
ferrule on it, too, and that came from the 
ox." 


A remarkable incident happened in 


connection with Mr. Kingsley's death. 
Yesterday a few hours before he died he 
lost his mind entirely. His faithful at- 
tendant, Mrs. Melissa, Hunt heard a pecu- 
liar and unusual noise and thought it was 
caused by him trying to get out of the 
bed. She ran to the bedside and found 
Mr. Kingsley in a very low condition, 
having lost all mental power. She looked 
towrads the clock, the old clock that had 
ticked for nearly 103 years, and it was 
stopped. The weight cord had broken 
and the weight fell upon the pendulum 
breaking it off. 
She had discovered the 


cause of the noise. It was a remarkable 
co-incidence that when the last trace 01 
the power of mind had left Mr. Kingsley 
the old clock which had done good ser- 
vice for almost a century should break 
down. 


Mr. Kingaley is survived by a brother 


BhubalKingsleyof Barrlngton, 111.; two 
nephews, Elisha Bosworth, of Tiashoke, 
N. Y., and Samuel Kingsley of California, 
and a niece Mrs. Julia Gardner of Bar- 
rington, 111. Some of Mr. Kingsley'e rela- 


tives were attentive to him, but none 
could be more so than W. H. Sperry and 
James H. Flagg. These men have inter- 
ested themselves very much in Mr. Kings- 
ley's welfare and have been as kind to 
him as if he were of their nearest of kin.

To ''boom" the town we must have a 
fresh invoice of workingrnen of all classrs 
and nationalities. We have them. To 
furnish these strangers with the where 
withal to live we must have work foi 
them. We have that ia plenty. To furn- 
ish the means to enable them to "boom" 
themselves and their iriends wemu3thiv= 
saloons. We have them on State street. 
As a .slight means of proteDtiori to th* 
citizens of the town we have a small but 
effleient police force, and as a store house 
for the receipts of their labors we have a 
commodious police station, also on State 
street. Therefore State street is particu- 
larly wall adapted to the needs of the 
times. 


All the visiting workmen are obliged to 


do is to "boom" themselves into the var- 
ious saloons, step or roll out into the street 
and iato the waiting arms of an offio^cr, 
who with great presence of mind and 
equ?l promptitude steers the unfortunite 
for the alleyway across the street that 
leads to the readevous waere all ineb- 
riates sooner or later are rounded up. 
There the officer transfers his companion 
to his superior and with springy step and 
buoyant mien returns to the street no 
doubt saying to himself 'next gentleman." 
Soon he appears again at the entrance to 
that dreaded alleyway, directing as best 
he may, according to the circumstances ol 
the case, the next unforturate who has 
appealed to the protecting arms of the 
law for shelter from storms, imaginary or 
otherwise.

HIGH EXCHANGE RATE 


Has Caused a Heavy Drain on the 


Treasury's Supply of Gold. 


Withdrawal of $l,660,OOOIn 


One Day at New York. 


The Treasury In Fair Condition Outside of the 


Decline In Gold. 


WAsnrxGTOS, Aug. 13.—The drain upon 


the gold reserve oi the treasury seemed to 
have begun in earnest yestorday, when the 
officials worn advised of the withdrawn! of 
$1,650,000 from the sub-treasury at New 
York for export. 


Yostorilnv's withdrawals were the larg- 


est on any one day since the contract 
with the Bclnumt-Morgivn syndicate weut 
into effect last February. They reduce the 
gold in the treasury to $101,303,36:1, or a 
loss of more than $6,003,000 from tUo high- 
est point reached after the syndicate made 
Its final payments last month. 


Department officials are loth to discuss 


the effect on the treasury of renewed gold 
shipments,, or to express an opinion as to 
their probable extent, or when the ship- 
ineirts will cease, or whether the bond 
syndicate will feel bound to release the 
gold. 


With exchange at $4.90J£, an exceed- 


ingly high figure, the opinion is genjrally 
expressed that gold exports to the extent 
of $20,000,000 or $30,000,000 are likely to oc- 
cur before Ost. 1. The only thing that is 
likely to reduce the rate of exchange is 
heavy shipment of American cereals. 


Aside from the decline in the gold re- 


sorvc, the treasury situation is regarded as 
encouraging, us the receipts are gradually 
approximating to the expenditures. 
The 


excess of expenditures over receipts for 
the past two years amounted to $107.000,- 
000. and for the month and a third which 
has elapsed of the current fiscal year, $15,- 
000,000. But the receipts are increasing, 
and officials express the hope that by Jan. 
1 next they will equal the expenditures, or 
nearly so. 


OBicials Won't Talk. 


Mr. Curtis, the acting secretary, said he 


had nothing to say in regard to the mat- 
ter. He had no specific information, and 
could not say whet her the syndicate would 
allow the $100,000,000 to be encroached 
upon or not. None of the other officials 
would talk in the absence of Secretary 
Carlisle. 


This heavy withdrawal has given rise to 


a report that another bond issue is im- 
pending, but there U now no one in Wash- 
ington who can speak authoritatively on 
the subject, or who has information not 
shared by the public. The best public 
opinion is that the syndicate will not al- 
low the reserve to be encroached upon nn- 
til after Oct. 1, when, as generally under- 
stood, their obligation ceases. 


But even in the u\ent of still further 


withdrawals, it is believed that both Mr. 
Cleveland and Mr Carlisle would see the 
reserve reach a point below that it has yet 
.touched before t hey would take any steps 
to recoup it bv another sale of bonds or 
purchase of gold.

Cr.EVRr.ASU, Aug. 13.—K. S. Johnson 


and wife of Xoar Station were brought 
here last ulcht and lodged in jail on the 
charge of fraudulently using the mails.

and lived in a .shanty, advertised in a 
matrimonial paper for a husband, saying 
that siie was possessed of a fortune.

There is no record of the veto 
of the directors ordering the 16 per cent 
scale.

feed is getting short in pastures, and there 
is poor prospetjf -at present for a second 
grass crop. In the south very growing 
conditions haw prevailed,-and such crops 
as corn and tobacco have advanced very 
rapidly. Tobaeca is very good, and out- 
ting will he we'l under way this week. 
Potatoes arc blighting badly and rotting 
some in the sou(;h. In the north late po- 
tatoes have been aflectcd by lack of rain- 
fall, but there are few reports of blight or 
decay. Fruit promises .well in the south, 
but poorly in the north. 
All field and 


garden crops are generally excellent 
throughout New England. 


Pastures Very Dry. 


A few local showers have occurred in 


Maine, and a good rain came in central 
sections on the 13th, but in most places 
much more is needed for pastures and 
later crops. Springs and wells are very 
low, and pastures are drying badly. Late 
potatoes have been affected by the dry 
weather, and one correspondent in An- 
droscoggin county reports that they will 
be very light. One in Kennobec cpuuty 
also says: "I never saw potato vines go 
down quicker in my life. They seem to 
scorch or blight all at once; in a week 
they have turned and died down with the 
tubers half grown." This blight has not 
been reported from other sections and 
may not be general. Corn is excellent. 
Grain is ripening fast, and generally the 
weather is favorable for harvesting. All 
kinds of grain promise a good yield; oats 
»re very heavy, with no report of rust. 
The reports of apples indicate a very light 
crop of the winter variety. 


Good Outlook For Winter Feed. 


Feed in pastures is poor, and the grass 


in fields is starting slowly in northern 
New Hampshire, where there has been a 
lack of rainfall during the week. In more 
southern districts, although springs and 
wells are very low, feed continues good, 
and a fair second, crop is promised. Hay- 
ing is mostly fl'nished, with few corre- 
spondents reporting a full crop, but nearly 
all saying better than expected. 
There 


will be a good crop of grain and corn fod- 
der, so the outlook for plenty of winter 
feed is good. Corn seems to be affected by 
cool nights to considerable,extent, al- 
though it is guo.l. 
Potatoes show well, 


with no rust reported. One correspondent 
in Dorry reports potatoes rotting badly hi 
places. Blackberries are very thick, ex- 
cept in Cheshire county. 


Heavy Showers In Vermont. 


Frequent and, in places, very heavy 


showers have prevailed in Vermont dur- 
ing the week. At. Northfleld about two 
inches of rain fell during Sunday (Hth) 
anil Sunday night. 
Streams are well 


filled and fields and pastures have boon 
greatly benefited. In southern counties 
especially there ate'indications of a good 
second crop of- grass. The first crop is 
mostly Inland the general report is a 
light crop, some farmers in Windsor 
county reporting . the lightest crop ever 
cut. Oats have been lodged badly, and 
the late sovro ara rusting. A good crop is 
assured. Potatoes are promising well, 
with no report of-blight or rust. 


Sunshine and Warmth. 


Plenty of sunshine, with the high tem- 


perature, have advanced crops very much 
in Massachusetts," and haVe allowed lato 
haymakws to finfsh up ancf^he grain har- 
veit to go on rapidly.'' Potatoes still 
promise well, though the reports of blight 
are general, anfl one correspondent in 
central Worcester county reports some 
complaint of their rotting. If the hot 
weather continues they are almost sure to 
rot on all low ground. Rowen is being out 
in places and is very good—better than for 
years—in Franklin county. 
Tomatoes 


ripen slowly. Quinces hang on well. Beans 
and late peas are very fine. Boot crops 
promise a good yield. Pumpkins are late 
in places, but are setting well. A large 
pear crop will be harvested, but apples 
continue in poor prospectin most orchards. 
The tobacco harvest Is well .under way in 
Hampshire county, and'the crop is re- 
ported in excellent condition. In Hamp- 
deu county the late set tobacco is growing 
fast and has mostly caught up. The eurly 
set is ripe, and a great deal will bo cut the 
coining week. 


Haying Mostly Done. 


Potatoes are reported to be very good in 


Rhode Island, with-little indication of rot 
yet. Berries are scarce. Apples are re- 
ported average tn^ Proridenee county. 
The haying is mostly d»ne, with a light 
crop, but with gopd prospects of a second 
crop on new fields. The week has given 
plenty of rain and sunshine and very 
growing conditions. 


A Favorable Report. 


Steady hot weather, with just enough 


rain in most places, have kept crops grow- 
ing fast in Connecticut. The showers are 
locally very heavy, with considerable 
wind and heavy downpours of ruin wash- 
ing newly plowed pieces and damaging 
late sowed turnips, but not to a serious ex- 
tent. 
Oats are mostly harvested, and are 


a good crop. Tobacco is mostly topped, 
and a very few have begun cutting. The 
conditions have been very favorable for 
this crop, and it is generally looking very 
well. It is uneven in places from ravages 
of cut worms and the effects of the wind 
and hailstorms, but it does not prove to 
be hurt so much l»y hail as was at first 
supposed. Potatoes are blighting every- 
where to a greater or less extent, and there 
are several reports of rot. 
Onions are re- 


ported extra good at Greenfield Hill, Fair- 
field county, and a few growers have com- 
menced to pull them. 
A late report for 


last week from

county, states that onion seed will be 
light. Peaches will be heavy. 
Apples 


generally promise wejl in this state. Some 
have begun to cut rowen, with a good 
crop in prospect. Pastures are generally 
good.
